TEENAGER Bella Wade’s 
experience of the effect dementia has 
had on her own family is all the 
motivation she needs to run a half 
marathon in aid of the Alzheimer’s 
Society. 

The 19-year-old former 
professional dancer, from Muswell 
Hill, is in training for the Royal 
Parks half marathon in Hyde Park 
in October when 16,000 runners will 
raise money for charities, big and 
small. 

She is aiming to raise £500 in spon¬ 
sorship for the Alzheimer’s Society, 
which carries out research and offers 
support to victims of the condition 
and 

their families. 

Several of Bella’s relatives have 
been affected by the disease. 

One of her grandmothers, who suf¬ 
fered from Alzheimer’s, died two 


years ago and a grandfather was 
diagnosed with dementia after a 
stroke. Her other grandfather also 
has the progressive disease and his 
wife recently found out she had lung 
cancer. 

The couple are now moving into 
the home of Bella’s parents. 

“It has affected my life greatly and 
has massively changed my family’s 
lives, it’s devastating,” she said. 

Bella lives an hour away from her 
grandparents and says they often 
don’t remember who she is. 

She ran the race last year for the 
Alzheimer’s Society and will be 
joined in this year’s half marathon 
by her sister. 

Bella added: “Running the half 
marathon is the absolute least I can 
do. I just want to raise as much as I 
possibly can to save other families in 
years to come.”

speeding up justice for victims. 

It will also make the actions of both offenders 
and the police more transparent. 

The body cameras will be switched on only for 
potentially problematic incidents such as stop 
and search. 

Officers are obliged to inform members of the 
public they are being filmed. 

The footage from the camera is automatically 
uploaded to secure servers once the device has 
been docked and flagged for use as evidence at 
court or other proceedings. 

Video not retained as evidence or for a 
policing purpose is deleted automatically within 
31 days. 

The Axon cameras have proved particularly 
successful in domestic abuse cases with an 
increase in earlier guilty pleas from offenders 
who know their actions have been recorded. 

Chief Inspector Jude Beehag-Fisher said: 
“Body Worn Video is an invaluable tool to com¬ 
bat crime and one that will make Haringey safer 
and support both officers and the public. 

“It can sometimes be difficult to articulate 
what officers have witnessed. However, with 
both an audio and visual capability, the footage it 
captures at a scene will provide a compelling

addition to the evidence we are able to present. 

“If the public wish to view footage taken of 
them, they can request, in writing, to obtain it 
under freedom of information and data 
protection laws. 

“The request must be within 31 days of the 
incident unless it has been marked as police evi¬ 
dence and therefore retained,” she added.

Builder found 
dead in bed by 
housemates 

POLICE broke down the door of a room rented 
by a Polish man to find him lying dead on his bed 
after taking amphetamine. 

An inquest heard that the housemates of 
Krzysztof Mielnik, 44, had become increasingly 
concerned after not seeing him for a few days at 
the shared house in Mafeking Road, Tottenham. 

A police officer told the inquest that the room 
was small and cramped and there was food and 
lager, and a large amount of camera equipment. 

He said that a white substance on top of a chest 
of drawers appeared to be crack cocaine and 
there was also herbal cannabis in a tobacco tin. 

He said: “We made arrangements to bring his 
mobile phone to a Polish speaking officer working 
at Kings Cross. We established there were text 
messages, but we couldn’t get contacts for fam¬ 
ily members or close friends from the phone.” 

The inquest heard that one of Mr Mielnik’s 
housemates recalled him saying he’d been due to 
work away for a few days. He was a builder, 

After finding his room locked, housemates 
were able to peek through an upstairs window 
and saw his body. None of them knew his doctor 
or his next of kin, the inquest at North London 
Coroner’s Court heard. 

A post-mortem examination revealed a mix¬ 
ture of amphetamine, alcohol and cannabis in Mr 
Mielnik’s blood and a pathologist gave the cause 
of death as “coronary artery disease and amphet¬ 
amine toxicity”. 

Recording a conclusion that the death was 
drugs-related, senior coroner Andrew Walker 
said: “I’m satisfied on the balance of probabili¬ 
ties that the amphetamine that was taken directly 
caused the death even if that was in combination 
with a natural disease process.” 

Police established that there were no suspi¬ 
cious circumstances following the discovery of 
Mr Mielnik’s body on January 21 this year.

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Hire bikes get marching orders

BRIGHT yellow hire bikes that appeared 
overnight on the streets of Enfield last 
week have gone after it transpired they 
were put there without permission. 

Hundreds of them were delivered last 
Tuesday, dotted along streets including 
Baker Street and Chase Side, in the first 
phase of what was expected to be a 
rapid rollout of the machines by Singa¬ 
pore-based company oBike to cities 
across the UK. 

Will Norman, London’s walking and 
cycling commissioner, said: “We’re furi¬ 
ous that oBike basically dumped hun¬ 
dreds of their bikes across London 
without any consultation with Transport 
for London or councils. 

Been and gone: Some of the “We asked them to withdraw their 
oBikes in Enfield last week bikes immediately and warned that we 



would take enforcement action if neces¬ 
sary. We started removing bikes that are 
causing a danger on our roads. 

“Dockless bikes have real potential to 
make cycling more accessible, but they 
cannot be randomly strewn across the 
capital, causing disruption to other 
cyclists, road users and pedestrians. 

“Other operators have been working 
constructively with boroughs ahead of 
their launches and it is vital that this is 
done to ensure these bikes work well for 
all Londoners.” 

Unlike Santander Cycles (formerly 
Boris Bikes), the yellow bikes could 
be located and unlocked via a smart¬ 
phone app, and left at the user’s destina¬ 
tion, rather thanat a docking station, 
opening up many areas without access to 
London’s existing cycle hire scheme, 
including Enfield. 

Daniel Anderson, Enfield Council’s 


cabinet member for environment, said: 
“We need dockless bike operators to 
work with the council to ensure that these 
bikes work for all residents and don’t 
have a negative impact on other cyclists, 
road users and pedestrians. These 
schemes have real potential to make 
cycling more accessible for many more 
people, but it is vital that they are intro¬ 
duced in a way that suits our borough. 

“oBike agreed to remove their bikes.” 

Before their removal, a spokesman 
for oBike had said the company had 
“ambitious plans to deliver dozens of 
thousands of bikes all over the UK, 
looking to revolutionise last-mile trans¬ 
portation and significantly reduce carbon 
emissions in the UK”. 

The company started life just this year 
and is growing rapidly worldwide, having 
lalready launched bikes in parts of Asia, 
Australia and Europe. 


Jail for driver who pulled out gun during traffic dispute 


A DRIVER forced to stop over a minor 
traffic dispute has been convicted after 
pulling out a gun and threatening two 
terrified people in the car behind. 

Daniel Closca, 30, from Bedford, was 
caught on CCTV in Croyland Road, 
Edmonton, just before 6pm on April 23 
in his black Audi A6. 

The CCTV showed Closca stopping 
because of insufficient room ahead to 
pass. The vehicle behind the Audi 
reversed to allow the Audi to back up, 
but the Audi remained stationary. 

After a short wait, Closca emerged 
and walked to the vehicle behind, wav¬ 
ing his hands in anger. He walked back 


to the Audi and waved his hand at the 
woman front passenger, who passed 
what appeared to be a handgun to him. 

The driver then pointed the handgun 
at the driver and passenger in the vehi¬ 
cle behind before getting back into the 
Audi and driving off. 

As a result, a mark was put on the 
Audi for it to be stopped. The vehicle 
was picked up in Bedford on April 30. 
The vehicle was recovered by officers, 
but there was no trace of the registered 
keeper - Closca. 

Officers carried out further inquiries 
and obtained and viewed CCTV from 
Croyland Road, which clearly showed 


Closca, from his driving licence image, 
as being the man with the handgun. 

The Audi was examined and officers 
found Closca’s driving licence as well 
as a large quantity of cash within a bag 
which Closca was seen wearing in 
the CCTV 

Closca attended a north London 
police station on June 12 to ask about 
getting the Audi back. He was then 
arrested for possession of a firearm 
with intent to cause fear of violence. 

No firearm was recovered. 

He pleaded guilty to possession of a 
firearm with intent to cause fear of vio¬ 
lence at Wood Green Crown Court on 


Friday and will be sentenced at the 
same court on August 11. 

Detective Constable Joel Gregory, the 
investigating officer from Enfield’s 
Major Crime Unit, said: “Closca 
brazenly produced a firearm in the 
street following what appeared to be an 
insignificant traffic dispute. 

“Closca had complete disregard for 
the safety of those around him and also 
made no effort to disguise what he was 
doing or who he was. 

“It was clear that Closca produced 
that firearm to cause the occupants of 
the vehicle behind him to fear for their 
own safety.”

£64,000 grant boosts war 
memorial garden’s revamp

WORK is under way to restore a war memorial 
garden to its former glory in Palmers Green after 
receiving a £64,000 grant. 

The remembrance garden in Broomfield Park, 
Aldermans Hill, was established in 1929 by the 
old Southgate Council in memory of the fallen 
soldiers during World War I. 

The grant has been provided by the War 
Memorials Trust charity, which helps to preserve 
the memory of individuals from past and 
present conflicts. 

The work is expected to be completed by 
September and involves restoring the roof of the 
temple in the walled garden and relaying the 
paved areas. 

Stained glass will replace three of the temple’s 
windows with designs based on the representa¬ 
tion of “fortitude, sacrifice and victory”. 

A water fountain will be installed in the pond 
providing a peaceful area for contemplation and 
to remember people from the borough who died 
during conflict. 

There are also eight granite tablets on the tem¬ 
ple’s walls bearing the names of 573 residents of 
Enfield who died in World War II and the names 
of 134 civilians. 

The garden also has a bench which is one of 
only six made from the original timbers of the 
Royal Navy light cruiser HMS Dido. 

Each year schools from Enfield attend the 
remembrance service held in the garden by 
Friends of Broomfield Park in November. 

Committee member Sue Younger said: “The

Ten-year sentence:

AN Edmonton man, who carried 
out a “vicious assault” on a 
woman he knew, leaving her 
with multiple stab wounds, has 
been jailed.

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An onslaught on 
public services 

THE last seven years under the Conser¬ 
vatives has seen nothing less than an 
onslaught on public services in Enfield.

TfL and the Met must share with 
bus operators the complaints London¬ 
ers log using the tool, so that they can 
re-train drivers as needed.

HIGH temperatures can pose some¬ 
times pose sizeable health risks. 

There are 3.6million people in the 
UK who have been diagnosed with 
diabetes and it’s important that they’re 
aware of how hot weather can affect 
their condition. Long periods of inac¬ 
tivity in the sun may affect diabetes 
control, causing blood glucose levels 
to be higher than usual. 

As well as potentially higher blood 
glucose levels, insulin injections are 
absorbed more quickly in hot weather, 
increasing the chances of hypo¬ 


glycemia or a hypo. So it will be 
important for people with diabetes to 
monitor their blood glucose levels 
more often and be ready to adjust their 
insulin dose if necessary. 

And, remember, insulin and moni¬ 
tors can be affected by heat, so make 
sure you keep your diabetes kit cool in 
the sun. If you suspect it has been dam¬ 
aged, make sure you speak to your GP 
or health care team. 

Leet are also an area you will want to 
keep an eye on. Some people living 
with diabetes suffer from nerve dam¬ 


age, or neuropathy, and this can mean 
they may not be aware if their feet are 
burning. Although relatively straight¬ 
forward to treat, left untreated minor 
injuries could develop into an infection 
or ulcers. 

So stay safe this summer, stay 
covered and make sure you drink 
plenty of water. Diabetes shouldn’t be 
a barrier to making the most out of 
summer, so let’s get out there and enjoy 
it while it lasts.

AS someone who was closely involved 
in getting our W6 bus route introduced 
25 years ago, I am outraged to see that, 
thanks to the ridiculous cycle lanes 
being imposed on us along Green

is to provide access to the main shop¬ 
ping area in Palmers Green, and 
Palmers Green rail station, for those like 
myself who rely on public transport. 

Diverting it away from these traffic 
objectives is causing great inconve¬ 
nience to regular passengers, many of 
whom (like myself now) are elderly. I 
understand the main reason why it has 
been diverted is because Palmers Green 
Triangle itself is having to be rebuilt, 
which involves filling in the under¬ 
ground public conveniences there that 
were closed several years ago.

School’s mentor 
Sarah is a hero

A VALUED learning mentor at a primary school 
has been recognised with a prestigious award. 

Sarah Demetrios received the Local Hero 
Award from radio station Heart FM for support¬ 
ing youngsters with emotional difficulties. 

The 59-year-old provides mentoring for pupils 
at Oakthorpe Primary School who have experi¬ 
enced a bereavement or had difficulties at home. 

Pupils are given the opportunity to talk through 
their problems with Mrs Demetrios in a safe 
environment outside the classroom. 

She was nominated for the award by staff at 
the school, in Tile Kiln Lane, Palmers Green, 
where she has worked as a mentor for more than 
12 years. 

Mrs Demetrios was announced the winner live 
on air by Heart’s radio presenters former Spice 
Girl singer Emma Bunton and Jamie Theakston 
who phoned her. 

“I was told I had to be in the headteacher’s 
office in the morning and then I received the call, 


she explained. “I was a bit emotional after.” 

Her prize was a special meal at Old 
Billingsgate, in central London, but she was 
unable to attend due to personal reasons. 

Mrs Demetrios, of Chequers Way, Palmers 
Green, said the support service was very valuable. 

Last year she raised £1,900 for the Brain 
Tumour Charity after a pupil’s mother died from 
the disease. 

“It’s very rewarding,” she said. “It’s been a 
huge impact on the children.” 

“They need to be able to speak about their 


problems. I have a good relationship with the 
pupils and parents.” 

Oakthorpe headteacher Anne Del Greco said: 
“Sarah is a very special member of staff who we 
are all fond of. 

“We have a number of children who have gone 
through a difficult time in the past few years and 
Sarah has been able to support them and often 
their families, too. 

“She is a kind and caring person with a very 
special gift and the whole school was delighted 
that her work had been recognised.” 


New-look trucks drive home recycling message 



RECYCLING trucks have been 
given a facelift with new livery 
designed to drive home the mes¬ 
sage of waste disposal. 

The new designs, emblazoned 
across the vehicles, show different 
groups of recyclable materials - 
glass, paper, plastics and tins - 
along with advice on the correct 
way to recycle them, for example, 
by rinsing out containers and 
removing lids. 

Enfield Council hopes that by 
reminding residents how to get rid 
of their waste correctly it can recy¬ 
cle half of the borough’s household 
waste by 2020, an increase of more 
than ten per cent. 

It costs about £130 to tip a tonne 
of waste into a landfill site, but just 
£40 to recycle it. 

The council’s cabinet member 
for environment Daniel Anderson 
said: “There’s plenty we can do to 
recycle more of the rubbish we 
create and the information on the 
side of the recycling trucks will 
hopefully have an impact. 

“A clean, green borough con¬ 
tributes positively to our aim of 
building strong communities. 


“The more we recycle, the better 
it is for the environment and it also 
saves money for taxpayers by 
diverting waste away from more 
costly landfill. 

“The council is doing its utmost 
to make it easier for householders 
to recycle their waste. Residents 
are doing a fantastic job helping us 
to recycle as much as possible, but 
sometimes their efforts are scup¬ 
pered by contamination. 

“So please remember, if in 
doubt, leave it out.” 


Council recycling collections are 
carried out five days a week, 
Monday to Friday. There are 13 
trucks in total, each carting away 
about 6.5 tonnes of recyclable 
material per crew. 

Mr Anderson added that 
Enfield’s residents can recycle a 
host of items in their blue-lidded 
bins - including newspapers and 
magazines, cardboard boxes, glass 
bottles and jars, food tins and cans, 
plastic bottles, tubs, drink cartons 
and empty aerosol cans. 


However, people are asked to 
rinse out any containers before dis¬ 
posing of them. 

Residents are asked not to 
throw certain items in their 
recycling bins - including nappies, 
tissues, plastic bags or food 
wrapping, shredded paper, 
clothes, shoes, electrical items, 
foil, food/garden waste, broken 
glass or polystyrene, clinical 
waste/feeding tubes, coloured food 
trays or food trays that have con¬ 
tained raw meat.

self-important woman (played 
by Sarah Connolly) is sure they 
are all fast asleep. 

The flights of fancy and their 
imaginative escapades are 
wonderful fun - in particular 
the naked old lady falling out 
of the sky, the mock wedding, 
driving lessons and baby for 
Sally - a cancer patient with an 
uncertain future. 

But juxtaposed with the silli¬ 
ness and slapstick comedy are 
the play’s major themes of 
togetherness and belonging - 
echoing the theatre’s own 
ethos of inclusion. 

All the patients are “misfits” 
in one way or another, as is the 
hospital porter (brilliantly 


played by Ashley Driver) with 
the incredible imagination, who 
plans and executes all their 
wild dreams, complete with 
polar bear costume and scores 
of balloons “borrowed” from 
various wards throughout the 
vast hospital. 

As well as brilliant perfor¬ 
mances throughout, one of the 
stand-out parts of the produc¬ 
tion was the set, designed by 
Keith Dunne, who has been 
working with Chickenshed on 
and off for more than 15 years. 

The hospital setting is amaz¬ 
ing - the huge ticking clock, the 
pull-out set of the hospital shop 
and the spooky, gothic base¬ 
ment scenes unforgettable. 


The play is reminiscent in 
some moments of a Roald Dahl 
story (Walliams’s hero), particu¬ 
larly through the inclusion of a 
host of nasty and pretty useless 
adults, slapstick comedy and a 
cross-dressing nurse. 

And, like Dahl’s literature, 
good triumphs over evil in the 
end. The mean-spirited adults 
are punished in one way or 
another and the children make 
lifelong friendships - something 
that has eluded many of them 
before their time on the ward.

THE BIG SICK (15,120 mins) 


J UST when it seemed that 
heartfelt romantic comedies 
might be in terminal decline 
and doomed to labour on life 
support, along comes director 

Minhapl Shnwaltpr’s 


Based on the real-life courtship of 
Pakistani-American stand-up come¬ 
dian Kumail Nanjiani and his wife 
Emily V Gordon, who co-wrote the 
script, The Big Sick is a small, per¬ 
fectly formed gem, which is pol¬ 
ished to a dazzling glister by a 
superb ensemble cast. 

Nanjiani plays himself to deadpan 
perfection and he catalyses molten 
screen chemistry with co-star Zoe 
Kazan as the luminous object of his 
awkward affections. 

Their fledgling romance is 
sketched in delicate strokes and 
when this amour fou hits an 
almighty speed bump that compels 
Emily to tearfully confide, “You make 


me sad inside my heart,” we are 
devastated like her paramour. 

The two-hour running time allows 
Nanjiani and Kazan to populate 
each unfussy frame with flawed, 
believable and endearing charac¬ 
ters, who don’t always know what 
to say to ease the pain of the peo¬ 
ple they adore. 

Trickles of saltwater tears are 
mopped up with swathes of 
sincere, warm-hearted 
humour.

In 2006, Kumail (Nanjiani) hones 
his craft on the Chicago comedy 
scene with fellow stand-ups CJ (Bo 
Burnham), Mary (Aidy Bryant) and 
Chris (Kurt Braunohler). 

To pay the rent, Kumail works as 
a taxi driver and enjoys precious 
family time with his father Azmat 
(Anupam Kher), brother Naveed 
(Adeel Akhtar) and mother 
Sharmeen (Zenobia Shroff), who 
invites a different Pakistani Muslim 
woman to the dinner table each 
night as a potential love match. 

After one comedy gig, Kumail 


meets spunky audience member 
Emily (Kazan) and there is a palpa¬ 
ble spark of attraction. 

Kumail keeps the relationship 
secret from his family, then Emily 
discovers a cigar box filled with 
photographs of women hand¬ 
picked by his mother. 

“Are you judging Pakistan’s next 
top model?” she inquires jokingly. 

When Kumail nervously explains 
his parents’ presumption of 
arranged marriage, Emily feels 
betrayed and tearfully asks, “Can 
you imagine a world in which we 
end up together?” 

“I don’t know,” he replies. 

Soon after, Emily contracts a seri¬ 
ous infection and doctors induce a 
medical coma. 

It’s left to Kumail to contact 
Emily’s parents, Beth (Holly Hunter) 
and Terry (Ray Romano), and the trio 
bond awkwardly in the hospital 
waiting room and cafeteria. 

The Big Sick wears its easily bro¬ 
ken heart on its sleeve and elicits 
roaring belly laughs from the central 
duo’s predicament. 

The script generously distributes 
the best lines between the cast, 
including Hunter and Romano as 
delightfully protective parents with 
their own relationship woes. 

Director Showalter nimbly side¬ 
steps genre cliches, allowing the 
pithy and occasionally withering 
words to speak louder than his 
actions.

New vicarage approved for 
John Keble Church, Mill Hill 

FRASER Brown MacKenna Architects have secured consent from the London Borough of Barnet 
for the development of nine new homes including a new vicarage, on behalf of the Diocese of 
London at John Keble Church in Mill Hill. The project is part of the Diocese of London’s continuing 
strategy to make the best use of its property assets to serve its growing congregations in the city. 

Our brief was to create a replacement vicarage, financed through the sale of private housing 
elsewhere on the site. Set in a 0.3ha plot and built at a time when energy conservation was not a key 
design consideration, the existing vicarage had become unsuitable as clergy housing; uneconomic 
to heat and cool and set in the centre of grounds now too large to effectively maintain. 

The project required the design team to respond to the challenges of working on an overlooked 
back-land site containing several protected trees and adjoining architecturally important listed 
buildings. 

Our approach was to respond to the context of the site, which is dominated by the impressive John 
Keble Church, designed by D.E. Martin-Smith and consecrated in 1936. The building, in reinforced 
concrete and brick, was listed in 1989 along with the adjoining parish hall which originally served 
as the church. The new homes are set back from the western edge of the site to respect the listed 
buildings and also away from the street frontage to the north, to maintain the existing landscape 
buffer. Five family homes arranged on a north-south axis are bookended by the new Vicarage to 
the south and a cluster of three new apartments to the north. The new homes are staggered along 
the eastern edge of the site, and configured to respect the privacy of neighbouring gardens. 

The design of the vicarage has been carefully considered to balance privacy and amenity - the 
vicarage is both a family home and a space where clergy receive parishioners; the bay window 
of the study overlooks the approach to the vicarage, providing a visual connection and increased 
security. The vicarage will be built to Passivhaus standards. 

Responding to the backland setting, the design of the homes seeks to utilise a recognizable 
architectural language with references to the suburban context, whilst the roofline is profiled to 
minimise the perceived volume of the new buildings. The vicarage has a butterfly roof presenting a 
distinctive gable end which is visible on approach, whilst minimising the mass of the building from 
other views. 

Clad in light grey brick, careful attention to detail has been paid to the modulation of the facade 
and the design of the entrances and approach to each new home. 

Protected trees are used as the basis for a mature and ambitious landscaping scheme; in an area 
where car ownership is high we have used the landscape to create a space where people rather 
than vehicles are prioritized. 

The project is currently at detailed design stage.

T HE Audi SQ5 was the German 
manufacturer’s first diesel S- 
badged car it had ever created. 
With oil-burners being given some¬ 
thing of a bad reputation in recent 
years, this latest SQ5 comes as a 
petrol-only - though it’s likely that a 
diesel will be quietly introduced later 
on. Under the bonnet sits a 3.0-litre 
turbocharged V6 petrol churning out 
349bhp and an impressive 500Nm 
of torque. 

There’s no doubting it has perfor¬ 
mance on its side, as well good looks 
and plenty of badge appeal. Where 
the old SQ5 triumphed was its ability 
to compromise between performance 
and everyday usability - and it would 
appear that this latest car has pulled 
off the same trick. 

The SQ5 looks neatly refreshed 
over the car it replaces. It benefits 
from LED running lights up front, 
sat either side of a chrome grille 


that is more prominent than ever. 
The satin silver wing mirrors remain 
as a trademark ‘S’ car style cue 
and the overall effect is one of 
understated performance. 

One negative can be found when 
you move to the back of the car, how¬ 
ever. Look closely and, rather than 
finding four individual exhaust pipes, 
you’ll see four blanked-off plastic 
panels - hardly the performance 
touches that you’d expect on a car 
like this. 

Because the SQ5’s performance 
makes no impact on the standard 
Q5’s size, it still remains an impres¬ 
sively spacious place to be. There’s 
plenty of room for both front 
passenger and driver, while those in 
the rear get a good amount of leg 
and headroom. 

Boot space sits at 610 litres, rising 
to 1,550 litres with the rear seats 
folded down. This is about the aver¬ 
age mark for the segment, with the 
Mercedes GLC offering 610 litres of 


seats-up luggage room, rising to 
1,600 litres with them set flat. It’s a 
great car if you’re looking for plenty 
of practicality, but within a relatively 
compact-sized car. 

From the moment you step into the 
SQ5, you’re aware it’s set up slightly 
differently to a standard SUV The 
flat-bottomed sports steering wheel 
with paddle shifters feels more pur¬ 
poseful, while the throaty grumble 
emitted once you press the red starter 
button ensures you don’t mistake the 
engine under the bonnet for a stan¬ 
dard 2.0-litre diesel. 

The car’s performance is impres¬ 
sive. Upon heavy acceleration, there’s 
a good amount of shove, with the 
Quattro all-wheel-drive system 
ensuring there’s no wheel spin no 
matter what the conditions. 

Surprisingly, the ride is also very 
good despite the 21-inch alloy 
wheels. Of course, around town it 
feels rather firm, but the by-product 
of this set-up is very little body roll. 


It means you can comer flatly and 
without fuss, even at higher speeds. 

Prices for the SQ5 start at £49,715. 
However, our car, fitted with options 
such as a sports differential, 21-inch 
alloy wheels and adaptive cruise 
control came in at £60,285. There’s 
no mistaking it - the SQ5 is an 
expensive car. 

However, its all-round usability and 
effortless performance does make it a 
great everyday SUV and one that 
would be ideal for those who want 
plenty of practicality backed up with 
a sports car drive. 

The SQ5 would be ideal for the 
family car owner who doesn’t want to 
forsake an involving drive for practi¬ 
cality. It looks relatively understated, 
performs well and yet has enough 
space for four to travel in comfort. 

It’s also quick enough to give an 
everyday sports car a run for its 
money, while offering all the build 
quality you could want from an 
Audi product.

GLAD TO 
BE BACK

HARRY WINKS expressed his delight after 
putting his injury nightmare behind him by 
making his comeback for Tottenham Hotspur 
in their 4-2 victory over Paris St Germain in 
a pre-season friendly in Orlando, America, on 
Saturday night. 

The midfielder had been sidelined since suf¬ 
fering a nasty ankle injury at Burnley on April 1, 
bringing his campaign to a premature end after 
a fine run of form had seen him become an 
increasingly regular member of the side - mak¬ 
ing 33 appearances in all competitions. 

But Winks has now regained full fitness and 
marked his return to action by coming on as a 
second-half substitute against the Trench giants. 

“I can’t put it into words,” he said. “It’s been 
a long time coming and it’s been amazing to 
return, it really has. 

“It was exciting to get back out there against 
good opposition. I was a little nervous about 
how my ankle would hold up. That’s always in 
the back of your mind when you come back 
from injury, but I’ve worked hard with the help 
of the medical team and when you go out there, 
the focus is on winning the match and that’s all 
I was thinking about. 


“Paris St Germain are a great team, with top 
players and it was played in tough conditions. 
It was our first proper pre-season match away 
from the training ground so it was a good test 
for us and we did well. 

“The conditions were very tough. It was hot 
and humid, but that helps you get fitter easier 
and it’s good to test yourself in those conditions. 
If you can do it in these conditions then it will 
make it easier when we get back to England.” 

Spurs face further pre-season games against 
AS Roma and Manchester City in America and 
right-back Kieran Trippier - who put pen-to- 
paper on a new long-term deal last week - 
believes that these matches will stand them in 
good stead when the Premier League gets under 
way next month. 

“We’re moving forward,” he said. “We want 
to win things so pre-season is a good time to 
re-group and work with all the lads again. 

“We’ve got very tough games, but very excit¬ 
ing games. It’s always good to travel away in pre¬ 
season, get that experience abroad and you just 
have to look at the teams that we’re playing - 
they’re up there with the best teams in the world. 

“These are the teams that we want to play 
against to progress in the Premier League. It’s a 
very tough league that we’re in so we’re only 
going to get better by playing teams like these.”
